D raft hor-es in some 
parts of the Northwest, which seven 
or eight years ago would have sold 
for $40 or $45, are now

tion work.

W hen the business of 
a city has been developed up to the point beyond which the railways, wfith 
their existing facilities, are not able to handle it prom ptly and satisfac­ 
torily. fu rth e r development m ust cease unless the railways can expand 
their facilities. 
Business men will not pu t their money in any locality 
unless they are assured th at its transportation agencies are strong enough 
and prosperous enough to expand their sendee with th e grow th of busi- 
iie-s. 
Since the construction of railways first began they have ever been 
the forerunners of investments. 
In this day. in localities already supplied 
with railways, fu rth er investm ents depend on the assurance of the ade­ 
quacy of railway facilities. 
W hile the people should realize th a t efficient 
railway service is necessary for their own advancem ent and that the rail­ 
ways should not be pu t in a position where they m ay simply be the prey 
of those seeking selfish ends, it is equally im portant th at railw ay owners 
and m anagers should understand that the prosperity of a railw ay can 


bo perm anent only when it is built on the solid foundation of prosperous 
com m unities and when it enjoys the good will of all the people whom it 
serves. 
Not the least im portant of the individual men 
who have contributed to Am erican progress have bevil 
the builders anti m anagers of the American railroad-;. 


They have bevil business and prosperity builders. E ver 
seeking unoccupied territory in which to extend their
